The District Officer Com- 
manding Military District No. 13 in- 
vited Gleichen to pick out a location 
for the armouries, After inspecting 
various sites, the eight acres north 
of the school was chosen, and the 
town was asked to deed this piece of 
land over to the Department of Na- 
tional Defence for the purpose of the 
ermouries. ‘The meeting decided ta 
transfer the eight acres of land to 
tie Department of Nationa] Defence 

The secretary was inlstructed to 
writ a letter to the Gas and Oil Pro- 
ducts Ltd. of Calgary regarding their 
application to purchase the piece of 
property north of the water tower, 

It appeared that little progress 
was being made in connection with the 
removal of garbage. This was to Le 
all cleaned up the first month, The 
matter will be looked into, 

The tender of Thomas Jones for 
the Saunders house and lots was ac- 
cepted. The sale price was $800. Mv. 
Jones is to pay half of this year’s 
taxes. 

R. S. MicQueen was the successful 
ténder for the barn. His bid was $580. 
Under the agreement of sale he is to 
move the barn away and the ground 
and well are to be left in good condi- 


tion. 
The matter of the letter of the

caused by sewer water backing up 
{nto the basement was tabled for ap 
other meeting. 

A leak in thewater line leading to 
tie telephone office had developd, tt 
was necessary to shut off the water 
from two other buildings to make the 
repairs, due to the fact that there 
was only one shut off for all three 
places. The secretary was instructed 
to have this remedied in order that the 
houses in question could have water 
service. 

A long discussion took place in 
connection with the new well at the 
water tower, This well had been put 
down to 390 feet, and the cylinder 
had been placed down to a depth ot 
160 feet. As very little water was 
available it was suggested that the 
pipes be lowered as far as possible, [t 
appeared that the well had filled in 
and was now only 308 feet to the 
mud, It was decided to have the 
pipes put down as far as possible 
and a test be made, 

A by-law was passed providing for 
a discount on prompt payment of 
current general taxes of 5 percent,

There is a provision by 
which she can renounce her citizen- 
ship and also later, if she so desires, 
ahe can regain or recapture it. 

A Canadian citizen is a British suh- 
ject and has all the rights of a Brit 
ish subject in any part of the world. 

'‘A-Canadian woman marrying a U. 
8 A. subject and living in°U.S.A, he. 
comes an American subject under 
their laws but she can retain Can- 
adian citizenship by making a declar. 
ation. 

Section III of Part One states “when 
f& person is required to state his na- 
tional status any person who is a 
Canadian citizen may so state and 
this will be good and sufficient com. 
pliance with sucty requirements,” 

This isa very definite statement. 
At times for the purpose of statistics 
regarding racical origin a person 
may be asked about place of birth 
of their ancestors but for the other 
purposes the answer will suffice.

“Martin Bill.” This sets forth the re- 
quirements of citizenship and the 
status of aliens in Canada, 

Citizenship involves pride in. and 
love of a country and is a prized 
possession, A man without a country 
is indeed in an unhappy position, 

Under this act a person coming to 
Canada, whether a British subject or 
an alien, remains liable to deporta- 
tion for certain causes at any time 
within a period of five years of his 
entry, 

A British subject in Canada will 
not find hig status changed by this bill. 
He will have the same right to vote, 
hold office in the public service, to 
qualify for old age pension and un- 
employment insurance, The only dif: 
ference to him is that he can get a 
certificate of naturalization if he 
desires it He can describe himself as 


vinces this spring. It should be 
recognized as evidence of the ever- 
present and growing menace of soil 
erosion. 

Confronted as we are with a 
world-wide demand for maximum 
food production, the experiences of 
this spring strongly emphasize our 
responsibility in getting at the roots 
of the soil erosion problem in 
Western Canada. This year, prairie 
farmers should remember the old 
proverb, “Coming events cast their 
shadows before,” and be prepared to 
meet the challenge. vil winds 
have blown, and, as we know, they 
will blow again, 

Soil drifting occurs chiefly on 
summerfallow. According to recent 
estimates there will be some 18,500,- 
000 acres of summerfallow in the 
three prairie provinces this summer. 
Unfortunately, moisture conditions 
are below normal in most districts. 
This. means, of course, that the 
potential source of danger is both 
extensive and real. uring the 
coming season summerfallow prac- 
tices must be planned to control 
soil drifting. 

Two basic methods are commonly 
used to prevent soil erosion by 
wind. The first of these includes 
such practices as the roughening of 
the soil surface, and the forming of 
a good trash cover by surface 
cultivation or ploughless fallow. The 
second method is to increase the 
size of the soil aggregates by various 
cropping and tillage practices, Such 

favourable soil conditions, however, 
can only be obtained by the timely 
and careful use of the proper culti- 
vating implements. This year, farm- 
ers would be well advised to discuss 
all summerfallow operations ;with 
their local Agricultural Representa- 
tive or Field Supervisor. *%_

It is ackowledged that 


the greater wealth and wider opportunities which are offered by the large 
and highly industrialized nation to the south of us have already attracted 
a number of Canadians each year, but these numbers have increased greatly 
since the war, and have now reached an extent which is regarded by some 
observers as alarming. The situation has caused the question to be raised 
here as to why so many of our citizens must seek opportunities in the 
United States, and as to what effect the exodus of large numbers of en- 
gineers, scientists and others trained in our schools and colleges may have 


upon the future of this country.

National Parks 


Plans For A Five-Year Extension 
Plan Is Outlined 


Broad plans for a five-year exten- 
sion program for Canada’s national 
parks were outlined to the Senate 
Tourist Committee by R. A. Gibson, 
director of the Lands, Parks and For- 
ests Branch of the Resources De- 
partment. 

He sketched briefly a scheme 
which would include a national zoo- 
logical plan, improved facilities in ex- 
isting parks and creation of new 
park areas, Senator T. A. Crerar 
(L—Manitoba), former Resources 
Minister, said there was need for 
consistent planning in the develop- 
ment of the parks’ system. 

Dr. H. F., Lewis, superintendent of 
wild life protection, was questioned 
about the possibilities of a national 
zoological garden. He said there 
was need for such a development in 
Canada. While no site had been de- 
finitely recommended the practice in 
manye countries was to ‘establish the 
garden near the National Capital. 

James Smart, controller of the 
National Parks bureau reporting on 
a recent survey trip, said the major 
problem expected this year was to 
provide accommodation for all the 
tourists who were expected. R, J. C, 
Stead, publicity director for the 
branch, urged a long term publicity 
| Program which would both attract 
tourists and inform Canadians about

TASK WILL BE HARD 


Racial Tangle Will Complicate 
Malcolm MacDonald’s Job In 
‘ Malaya 


When Mr. Malcolm MacDonald, as 
Governor-General, settles down to 
married life in Malaya he will find a 
vast change in his surroundings from 
what he was accustomed to in Ot- 
tawa. He will be in a tropical coun- 
try with relatively few white people 
and four and a quarter millions of 
Malays, Chinese and Indians. He 
has to try and make a Malayan 
Union of them. 

The whole of Malaya is only about 
the size of England and Wales. In 
the Straits Settlements which include 
Singapore, there are twice as many 
Chinese as Malays; in the Malay 
states under the Sultans the Malays 
are in the majority; and in the so- 
called unfederated states the Chinese 
again lead. 

This is a racial tangle that acutely 
complicates political affairs. And 
there is a further headache in that 
the different races are in different 
stages of development. The Malays 
are still largely a primitive people of 
the forests and rivers. The Indians 
are shopkeepers and commercial em- 
ployees. And the Chinese include 
numbers of educated merchants and 
manufacturers, particularly in Singa- 
pore. 

Europeans are now returning from 
exile or from Japanese imprisonment 
to take up their pre-war jobs 
throughout the country which is still 
under military government. Produc- 
tion and business are slowly recover- 
ing from the shock of war. The 
troops are leaving and soon except 
for a garrison will all have gone. 

“Up country”, as it is called, the 
two main Malayan sources of wealth, 
tin and rubber, are by no means as 
badly damaged by the war as was at 
first reported. But labor is hard to 
get, the rubber plantations have been 
greatly neglected, and transportation 
including railway services and spip- 
ping is far from what it used to be. 

Meanwhile, the Sultans remain dis- 
satisfied with the proposals to in- 
corporate them into a Malayan Union 
and presumably one of Mr. MacDon- 
ald’s first tasks will be to bring 
them-to a more reasonable state of 
mind.—Ottawa, Citizen. : 


Farm For Veterans 

Is Located 45 Miles North Of 
Swift Current 

Nineteen men operating the only 
Co-operative farm for veterans in 
Canada have broken 400 acres of rich 
clay soil and moved nine barrack 
blocks from a former Royal Canadian 
Air Force airport to their site in the 
Matador branch area 45 miles north 
of Swift Current, Sask. 

The goal this year on the 16 sec- 
tions of provincially-owned land is 
to sow 400 to 500 acres of flax. 
Ploughing is going ahead on a 24- 
hour basis and by summer’s end the 
co-operators hope to have 2,500 acres 
broken, 

The veterans also have been en- 
gaged in tearing down barracks at 
St. Aldwyn’s airport, about eight 
miles north of Swift Current, mov- 
ing the section to their farm.

Care Of Poultry 


Basic Principles For Making A 
Success Of This Industry 

The poultry industry in Canada 
has become big business.

It is in the continued 
su€cess or non-success of these indi- 
vidual businesses that the story of 
the future will be written, says the 
Egg and Poultry Market Report, 
Dominion Department of Agriculture. 
It is only by the closest attention to 
the rules of good management that 
these individual. businesses can hope 
to succeed. The fullest possible util- 
ization of the product of nature is a 
basic principle in economics and good 
management. 

In poultry management, there are 
some things often overlooked, such 
as grass, earthworms, water, air, 
light, earth and exercise. Grass is 
the most readily available source of 
vegetable protein and essential nu- 
trients for poultry, and animal pro- 
tein is easily obtainable in earth- 
worms, Only one®or two species of 
earthworms may carry poultry para- 
sites, They can be avoided. Water 
is almost more important than feed. 
From their peculiar structure, poul- 
try suffer more readily from lack of 
water than from lack of feed. Light 
is essential especially in the fall and 
winter. High producing stock needs 
extra light and extra feeding time 
to produce well. Concerning earth, 
there are virtues in good earth and 
contentment for the birds in a dust 
bath, and in good poultry manage- 
ment it is a maxim that growing 
stock should be obliged to range for 
part of its ration.

Those Who Served In First Great 
War To Receive Assistance 

Some of the men who left Can- 
ada to serve with British or Allied 
forces in the First Great War got a 
helping hand from the veterans com- 
mittee of the commons — three de- 
cades after their enlistment. 

The committee approved a recom- 
mendation of the pension commission 
that such veterans who held rank 
lower than that of warrant officer 
and are entitled to pension get the 
full benefit of the Canadian Pension 
act. The essential qualifications are 
that they must have lived in Can- 
ada before enlisting and that they 
have returned here, 

Their counterparts of the Second 
Great War already have such pro- 
tection. , Their comrades of higher 
than warrant officer rank have long 
had similar protection through an 
administrative arrangement with 
Britain. 


Weed Killing 


United Kingdom Has Built World’s 
Biggest Corn Sprayer 

Weed-killing corn sprayers which 
cope daily with more than one hun- 
dred acres of crops are now in use 
on United Kingdom farms. The new 
machine, the largest of its type ever 
built, has a five hundred gallon tank 
fitted with two openings. These 
allow the operator to pour in chemi- 
cals while the tank is being filled 
with water. The spray liquid is 
pumped to spray bars at a pressure 
of three hundred pounds per square 
inch, and fifty gallons per minute 
can be used. The most spectacular 
feature is the sixty foot wide spray 
boom with eighty-six nozzles, It is 
this which gives the machine its tre- 
mendous output. The acreage sprayed 
per day %aries with the size of the 
fields, the distance of fields and farms 
apart, etc. The record so far for 
one day's spraying is one hundred 
and thirty-six acres.
